ASYLUM MATTERS. 


Points of the Hoele Mandamus Case— 
Supreme Court Decision. and Other 
Matters. 


The Hoole mandamus case came 
up in Carson Thursday upon de- 
murrer. The plaintiff alleged that he 
was the lowest responsible bidder, 
that the law under which the Com- 
missioners were acting was manda- 
tory, and he asked the Court to com- 
pel the Board to award him the con- 
tract. The demurrer said in substance, 
that the Board had no jurisdiction to 
review or define the discretion of the 
Board after action taken; that plain- 
tiff’s application did not state grounds 
sufficient to constitute a cause of ac- 
tion; that it did not show that Hoole 
was a citizen, or had legal capacity to 
bring the suit, and that the remedy 
sought was not appropriate to the 
facts in the case. All of these points 
were argued at length, and numerous 
authorities cited. Lawyer Haydon 
maintained the opposite and claimed 
that all bids not rejected as “unreason- 
able or unsatisfactory” were before the 
Board on equal terms, and the lowest 
bidder in that claes hada clear right 
to the contract under the law. He 
claimed that the award to the citizens 
was void in toto, and could not be 
modified so as to be good for the 
nine remaining bidders after a with- 
drawal of Powning and Berry. 

The case was then submitted, and a 
decision was expected to-day, with the 
chances against Hoole. 

A GazeTTE reporter was in Carson 
yesterday and heard considerable talk 
of another suit soon to be commenced 
to further complicate the matter. 
Attorney General Murphy cannot 
understand why there should be such 
determined opposition to the building 
of the asylum. The GazezrTre has long 
since explained that it was the work 
of interested parties, and the indica- 
tions are plain that as long as a 
month’s delay can be secured the op- 
position will be continued. General 
Murphy promises that if the present 
demurrer is not sustained he will 
make it very sultry for the complain- 
ant. 

The Klein Injunction matter was 
decided on the same theory as that 
put forward by Judge King. It was 
held that the Territorial debt was now 
merely in a substituted form; that the 
manner of borrowing the money was 
within the law, and the bill was en- 
tirely sufficient as to title. 

It remains to be seen now what th 
next move will be. Meanwhile the 
work shonld have a commencement as 
soon as possible. 

There seems to be an over sanguine 
idea of the point of non-citizenship 
which was injudiciously raised against 
Hoole. If the demurrer be overruled, 
the trial of the case will proceed. If 
the Supreme Oourt decides the de 
murrer well taken, Hoole will then 
bring the case in the U. S. Circuit 
Court as a citizen of California. This 
proceeding, taken in connection with 
the other suit now projected in Car- 
son, may delay the building 
still further. If there be any 
imformality or question about 
the citizens’ bid as it now, 
stands, they should speedily with- 
draw to prevent further delay. Washoe 
wants the asylum and is not concern- 
about who is to build it.

Nevada’s Tablet. 


Governor Kinkead took with him 
to Virginia yesterday morning a silver 
plate for insertion in the granite panel 
which is to represent this State in the 
towering shaft of the Washington 
monument, The plate is one-sixteenth 
ofan inch thick, about six inches 
wide, and twenty-seven inches long. It 
was rolled at the Carson Mint, and its 
silyer value is that of sixty-four stand- 
ard dollars. “Nevada” will be en- 
graved on it in large sunken letters. 
The polished granite tablet is six inches 
deep, two feet wide, and three feet 
Icng. Above its center, which will 
be occupied by the silver pla: e, is cut 
the State metto, “All for Our Coun- 
try,” and below, 1881.“ The stone 
slab is a hae specimen of granite and 
was brought from a point near Frank- 
town.
